Russia's military occupation of

ment which has staggered both of

expected. 
They must

cept: 
1. Russia's declaration the occu- 
pation Is merely to protect tho 
Russian peoples of Poland, and 
that the Soviet intends to remain 
neutral. 
On the face of it this 
would presage a withdrawal 
of 
Russian forces when the need of 
croiection passed. 


2. Poland's charge that the Rus- 
sian move constitutes aggression 
which would mean that Germany 
and Russia have partitioned Po- 
land between 
them— an 
event 
which had been widely predicted 
by the European press. 
This 
would vlace England and France 
in the position of challenging Rlio- 
sla to war 


Pledge to Poland. 
However, the allies may choose

SHIPPING LOSSES 
HEAVILY INCREASED 


BY PLANE CARRIER 


BRITISH AIRCRAFT CARRIER 


COURAGEOUS, OF 22,500 


TONS, TORPEDOED

The sinking of the British air- 
craft carrier- Courageous, a 22,500- 
ton vessel, today raised the cur- 
rent European war's known ship- 
ping losses to 39 vessels with on 
aggregate gross tonnage of 198,658. 


Tho Courageous, a British ad- 
miralty announcement said, was 
the victim of Germany's subma- 
rine warfare. 
The warship, one of Britain's 
oldest aircraft carriers, was the 
navy's 
first 
craft officially re- 
ported sunk since war started 15 
days ago. 
On this side of the world the 
American navy went ahead with 
its preparations 
for the annual 
war games in the Pacific despite 
tho hostilities In Europe. 
About 150 warships and several 
hundred planes, manned by more 
than 60,000 officers and men, will 
participate. 
Meanwhile, the outcome of a 
battle between a British airplane 
and a German submarine that 
sank a British steamer remained 
a mystery, 
The unusual fight between the 
rival over-sea and under-sea raid- 
ers was described by Capt. H, A. 
Pedernon of' the U. S. Lines' Amer- 
ican Farmer last night In a radio 
message reporting his rescue of 
29 crew members of the torpedoed 
British steamer Kafirlstan. 
The rescue took place 400 miles 


off the Irish coast. Six monwere 
reported missing. 
Pederson said the U-boat which 
sank the 5,913-ton Kaflrstan used 
its rockets and blinkers to help 
the American Farmer locate the 
lifeboats carrying survivors, 
In the' midst of rescue opera-

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TERROR OF FIFTY-SIX HOURS 


IN AN OPEN BOAT AFTER SHIP 


SUNK BY MINE IS RECOUNTED 


FLUSHING, 
Tho 
Netherlands, i 


Sept. 8.—(/P)—The terror of 56 hours 
in an open boat hung today over 
four American survivors of tho 
Norwegian freighter Ronda, sunk 
by a mine off the northern coast of 
The Netherlands with a loss of 17 
lives. 
Two Americans and 15 members 


of the crew went down with the 
ship. 
The survivors, exhausted, told a 
graphic story of the hours of hor- 
ror preceding thoir rescue by tho 
Italian ship Provvldenza, which 
brought them hero. 
"How wo mado It I don't know," 
declared Miss Josephine Allen Dun- 
can, 
formerly of Richmond, Va., 
swept overboard by waves aa the 
doomed vessel settled. 
"We woro just lucky," said Karl 
Hllgcndorf of Milwaukee, Wls., de- 
scribed by his companions as a 
hero. 


Hllgendorf was credited with sav- 
ing Miss Duncan's aunt, Mrs, Eliza- 
beth Duncan Etchlson, formerly of 
Richmond, whose 13-year-old daugh- 
ter, Nan, was among those lost. 
Other survivors said Hlldondorf 
tied Mrs, Etchiaon to two floating 


plankn until a Norwegian sailor 
iclped thorn Into a boat, 
The other American survivor was 
Douglas Miller of Ann Arbor, Mich,, 
University of Michigan student. 
Gordon Felts of Odessa. Mo., sing- 
er who had been studying In Ger- 
many, was among those lost. 
When picked up by the Prowl- 
denza, the four Americans and IS 
crew members wore crowded Into 
a tiny boat intended for 10 persona. 
Miss Duncan said tho Ronda sank 
so swiftly after striking tho mlno 
Wednesday thore was no time to 
launch the lifeboats, 
"Five of the Norwegian sailor* 
built a raft to keep from overload- 
ing the boat too much," Miss Dun- 
can said. "They stayed on the raft 
two nights, hooked to the boat by 
an oar. Then the raft collapsed, so 
wo all had to use the boat—liter- 
ally crushed atop one another." 
The survivors said tho boat leak- 
ed continuously, and that they were 
forced to ball steadily, using their 
hands and shoes. 
Tho Ronda was on route from 
Antwerp by way of Norway to the. 
United States when she struck tb«

NEW CERTIFICATES OF TITLE 


ACT WILL AFFECT THOUS- 
' ANDS OF MOTORISTS 


AUSTIN, Sept. 18.—(Spl.)—Pilb- 


llo Safety Department officials to- 
day hurried preparations to set In 
motion the new certificate of title 
act which will affect thousands 
of motor vehicle owners after Oc- 
tober 1. 


Ralph L. Buell, driver's license 


division chief under whose super- 
vision the new law will be admin- 
istered, said forms and Instruc- 
tions will be mailed to tax collec- 
tors by next Monday so they may 
begin to receive title applications 
by October 1, the date the law goes 
Into effect, At least a million cer- 
tificates of title are expected to 
be issued in the next 12 months, 
he said. 


It was emphasized that this act, 


passed by the past regular session 
of the legislature, applies only to 
motor vehicles offered 
for sale, 


purchased or 
encumbered with 


liens on and after October 1. In 
other words, the present owner 
of' an automobile does not have 
to secure a certificate of title un- 
til he sells his car or places an 
encumbrance against It—until Jan- 
uary 1, 1942. If a Hen is placed 
against the vehicle before October 
1, 1930, no certificate is noces- 
sarp. 


All motor vehicles now required 


to be registered will be effected 
by the certificate of 
title 
law 


whenever their ownership status 
is changed. Only vehicles owned 
by governmental agencies are ex- 
empt. 


Pointing out that applications 


for titles must be made In the 
county of residence of the auto- 
bllo owner and ownership 
defi- 


nitely proved, Buell said the new 
law Is destined to be a hard blow 
to . automobile thieves and others 
who atteempt sales of mortgager! 
vehicles. A fee of 25 cents will be 
charged for each original title and 
each relssuance. Ten cents goes 
to the tax collector and 15 cents 
to the state. 


All new vehicles in the posses- 


sion of dealers on September 18, 
1939, 
will be required to 
have 


manufacturers' titles of ownership, 
according to the new law. Vehi- 
cles imported from other states 
and offered for sale In Texas will 
be certified through spdclal af- 
fidavits and forms.

That 
frightfulness 
of 
1916-18, surpassing any-

The rest of 
mankind, and particularly 
America, could not toler- 
ate such savage methods, 
lest they spread and de- 
civilize the world.

AMERICAN RECRUITING 


The moving of Thanks- 


giving Day may precipitate 
an 
avalanche of s u c h 


changes. A poll by Dr. Gal- 
lup indicates that 51 per 
cent of the American peo- 
ple today would 
like to 


have all holidays, except 
possibly 
Chrkstmas, 
come 


on Monday. That would 
mean a double holiday on 
Sunday and Monday and, 
along with the half-holiday 
now customary on Satur- 
day, would make a grand 
week-end. 


The principal holidays so 


readjusted would be Wash- 
ington's 
and 
Lincoln's 


birthdays, the 
Fourth of 


July, Memorial Day, Colum- 
bus Day and Thanksgiving. 
Election day might be in- 
cluded, too, for the sake 
of uniformity. The idea is 
said to be suggested by a 
prevalent English practice. 


So here's a new problem 


to argue about, if war and 
politics fail. 


The President has start- 


ed a big recruiting drive to 
add about 150,000 men to 
the armed forces of 
the 


United States on c land and 
sea. This is d'one under laws 
! allowing such action in case 
of national emergency. In 
the President's view, such 
an emergency now exists. 


Public opinion may be ex- 


pected to approve such ac- 
tion, in view of the alarm- 
ing foreign situation. The 
obvious feeling of the Am- 
erican people now is that 
we should put ourselves in 
a strong position of self-de- 
fense and then sit tight, 
riding out the war if pos- 
sible without getting into 
it. The practical import of 
this military and naval ex- 
pansion is that we are less 
likely to be drawn into the 
war of we are strong than 
if we are weak, because 
aggressors respect strength. 


The new enlistments are 


hit the roof. Cushions seem 
to be

place."

100,000 German-Americans 
who met on Sept. 3 in 
Cleveland. There was no 
Swastika displayed and no 
word spoken against the 
Jews. The leaders spoke in

of German ideals 


and culture, against racial, 
class and religious hatred, 
addressing this appeal to 
the people of the Reich in 
the name of humanity: 


"We are calling to you 


out of the unshakable faith 
that 
the 
German nation 


does not agree with the 
policies 
of 
Hitler, who, 


through the medium of dis- 
graceful 
enslavement 
of 


free nations, is instigating 
this war contrary to the 
will of Germany as well as 
all other civilized nations. 


"We extend to 
official 


representatives 
of 
the 


Czecho-Slovak and Polish 
groups in the United States 
the most sincere greetings, 
with the 
conviction that 


these groups, like ourselves, 
are moved by the desire to 
maintain peace and free- 
dom in this country. 


"The Nazi regime of Hit- 


ler is systematically destroy- 
ing the good reputation of 
Germans 
throughout the 


world. For six years the 
world has observed with 
profound disgust the bar- 
barous destruction of cul- 
ture in a land of philoso- 
phers and poets. Hitler has 
started a war which will 
cause resentment 
against 


Germans all over the world. 
German-Amerfcans are al- 
ready feeling this resent- 
ment. 


"Hitler must be defeated. 


His victory would mean the 
victory of barbarism over 
civilization. Hitler's defeat 
must be your victory, a vic- 
tory of free and democratic 
Germany."

McDonald expresses the opinion

28-year-old treaty would lapse on 
January 26, 1940. 


While Washington awaited the 
full significance of the 
Russo- 
Japanese truce, Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh appealed to the United 
States In a radio address to stay 
out of the European war. 
In one of his infrequent public 


utterances, tho famous flier warn- 
ed the nation not to be "mis- 
guided by this foreign propagan- 
da to the effect that our frontiers 
lie In Europe." 


"One 
need only to glance at a 


map to see where our true fron- 
tiers lie," he continued. "What 
more could wo ask than the At- 
lantic Ocean on the East and tho 
Pacific on tho West? 
No, our in- 
terest in Europe need not be from 
the standpoint of defense, 
our 


own natural frontiers aro enough 
for that." 


Some 
diplomats 
In 
Moscow 


looked upon tho Russo-Japanese ar- 
mistice as tho possible forerunner 
of a non-aggression pact between 
the two countries. 
Noting this, 


Senator Thomas told reporters: 


Danger Closer to Shores. 
"If It means an unfriendly Ja- 
pan, tho danger would bo closer 
to our shores. 
If It Is a sincere 
pact it is a peace- 
it is a cloak for 
something else It is not so good." 
Rep. Starnea (D-Ala.) comment- 
ed the truco indicated a "realign- 
ment of the world's dictatorial and 
totalitarian 
governments 
that 
would constitute the most 
tive threat to every truly 
cratic government thatt he 
has yet seen." 
Although Col. Lindbergh mado 


no mention of the arms embargo 
clause of the neutrality act, which 
the Roosevelt administration will 
seek to repeal at the special ses- 
sion starting next Thursday, two 
prominent republicans spoke out 
last night In support of the ad- 
ministration's position. 


Henry L. Stimson, former secre- 


tary of state, and Dr. Nichols 
Murray Butler, president of Co- 
lumbia University, made their po- 
sitions known In letters to tho 
New York Times. 
Stimson said 
repeal offered the only sure way 
for the United States to keep out 
of war, and Butler contended that 
the neutrality act represented a

economic nationalism 


which was "the chief cause of 
the world's troubles."
